ie awards were made by Umpire 


'Owen J. Roberts after the. com- 
mission had found on June 15 that 
imperial Germany was responsible 
for the munitions explosions in the 
New York port area before the 
United States entered the World 
war. 


Simultaneously, Roberts, an asso- 


ciate justice of the supreme court, 
disclosed that Hans Thomsen, coun- 
sellor of the German embassy, had 
asked the state department to quash 
proceedings of what he called a 
"rump commission" and had charg- 
ed "illegal" acts to Roberts. 


Secretary Hull, in reply, refused 


to intervene and referred to Thorn- 
sen's criticism as "entirely unwar- 
ranted," 


Damages of $21,157,227 plus 5 per 


cent interest—estimated to approxi- 
mate $50,000,000 in all—was order- 
ed paid to the claimants. 


Germany has a special deposit ac- 


count at the United States treas- 
ury of between $23,000,000 and $26,- 
000,000 to xneet the award. The 
treasury also holds about $500,000,- 
000, "paper value," in German re- 
public bonds.

The statute intends that the limi- 


tation of taverns shall be gradual, 
that all existing licenses shall be 
renewed, but that no new licenses 
may be issued in localities which 
have outlets in excess of the 1 to 
500 ration. 


Apparently it was believed that 


the elimination of taverns would be 
accomplished gradually and natur- 
ally, as holders of present licenses 
close their business. Officials are 
not certain, however, whether a 
person who wants to engage in the 
tavern business can buy the busi- 
ness of a man now engaged in it end 
obtain a license. Existing statutes 
provide that a tavern proprietor can 
include his right to a license in his 
estate to be willed to his heirs. 


Half to be Eliminated 


If the quota contemplated in the 


limitation statute—which was pasr 
sed at the instance of tavernkeepers' 
organizations—is ever realized, the 
number of class B outlets in Wis- 
consin will be reduced by more than 
half, figuies show. A Class B out- 
let is one which retails both liquor 
and beer. 


There are now about 13,500 such 


licenses in Wisconsin. On the basis 
of 3,000.000 population, the state 
would ultimately have only 6,000 
under the Siebert statute.

tons, and three 1-way plows for 21- 
ton trucks. The request for the two 
heavy trucks will be made because 
pf the age of the county's present 
heavy trucks. The county has three 
13-year-old, two 12-year-old, two 
11-year-old, three 10-year-old, three 
9-year-old, one 7-year-old, two 4- 
year-old, four 3-year-old and one 2- 
year old heavy trucks.

Recognizing that, we 
believe the basic and all-important job

trate Lpon educational efficiency, to so 
teach our form of government, to so 
impregnate our youth with a love for 
and a pride in democracy, and to so keep 
emotionally balanced in a world of 


• propaganda, turmoil and hate, that 


America will be able to keep a respec- 
table peace and emerge from this dif- 
ficult fra a nation more dedicated to 
democracy and free public education." 
The determination contained in that 


declaration is an admirable one, but we 
wonder whether many public school teach- 
ers have always felt it, and whether the 
statement now is not somewhat tardy. 


'Over 
in Manitowoc 
county some 


months ago some of our neighbors started 
a movement of popular education in citi- 
zenship vvhich culminated in a magnificent 
civic- celebration known as Citizenship 
Day. Over a period of several weeks, in 
every precinct of the county, community 
leaders sought out' the new^ voters—the 
j-oung men and women just reaching the 
age of 21—organized them into classes, 
and drilled them in the rudiments of cit- 
izenship, the duties, privileges, ancrrespon-

who can nominate unhesitatingly a fairly 
reasonable list of athletes for the All 
American team, but who have only the 
haziest conception of the functions and 
operations of the multiplicity of govern- 
ments and politicians who yearly become 
more vital factors in their lives. You can 
go to any college campus in "Wisconsin and 
find students who are classified'as aver- 
age, 
clean, healthy'young men in pursuit 


of the higher education, who aren't ac- 
quainted with the simple facts of our gov- 
ernmental system which should have been 
taught them in grammar school. 


The teachers are right, certainly. They 


must 'teach our form of government." and 
"impregnate our youth with a love for and 
a pride in democracy." 


To be proud and to love, understand- 


ing is needed. It is hardly excusable that 
with the most expensive public school 
system in the world we should have to 
support a new course of instruction in citi- 
zenship for our young people after they 
leave that school svstem.

pointed out, North's greatest mis- 
take sprang from his wrong choice 
of asking bids. If these bids still are 
used by expert partnerships care 
must be exercised to "ask" in* such a 
way as to elicit vital informa- 
tion. Thus, if North, after his part- 
ner's one heart response, felt that at 
least a small slam was cold, he 
should have jumped to four spades, 
thereby setting the last named suit 
(hearts) as trump and inquiring for 
side suit control. South's conven- 
tional response to four spades would 
be a sign-off at five hearts, inas- 
much as he lacked first or second 
round control, and North then 
would have had to be satisfied with 
the small slam in hearts. 


However, considering that North 


did make his asking bid on clubs 
and received the encouraging an- 
swer that South had two aces, he 
should have been equally satisfied 
with a small slam.

In choosing salesmanship as a 


career, try to select a locale in j 
which you \vill remain the rest of 
your life. Don't hop around from 
New York to Chicago, to St. Louis 
to Seattle. 


It may require hours or days 1o 


make a single contact with a strange 
prospect and ultimately sell him 
your goods. After the sale has be°n 
effected, however, the salesman's 
most valuable by-product is the 
friendship of this client. 


In ten years the average life in- 


surance salesman should be selling 
at least 25 per cent of his yearly 
volume 
to his former customers. 


ers are located. 


If he jumps around from one city 


t- another, however, he'll be losing 
his most valuable asset; namely, his 
satisfied clientele. 


In medicine and law it requires at 


least 5 to 10 years for a new man 
to establish a practice. And once 
established, this practice has defin- 
ite value. Doctors sell their practice, 
including goodwill and office fur- 
nishings. The goodwill may 
be 


worth thousands of dollars. 


The Value Of Goodwill 


In the newspaper field, the good- 


will is the paper's greatest asset. So 


it should be in salesmanship, but 
too many shortsighted salesmen will 
work for a few years in one city 
and then pull out for distant pas- 
tures. 


They 
ignore their 
established 


clientele which is usually a personal 
one, and worth much toward their 
annual volume of business. If you 
want to be a star salesman, stick to 
your territory and build up your 
clientele over a period of years, just 
as the physician does. 


This is too big a subject for a 


short daily article, but a salesman 
needs the art of boldly highlighting 
t! i essentials of his product without 
getting lost in petty details. This is 
exactly what the successful artist 
does. 


And by all means try to take the 


customer's viewpoint Then fit your 
merchandise into his basic wants 
and desires, as he views them, not 
as you do.
